— In continuation of this Ministry’s 
Resolutions of even number dated the 16th August 1965, and 
10th March 1966, the time for submission of the final report 
by the Technical Expert Committee constituted to study the 
effects of developmental works on the drainage of North 
Bihar and to review the adequacy of the waterways provided 
under Railway and Road bridges, is extended up to the end 
of February 1967.
